Municipal Offices‘Contract to Local Builder 


Mr, L. C. Noordenne, of Blyth 


Street, successfully tendered for 


the construction of the new Municipal Offices in Grant Reserve. 


At Tuesday's Council meeting the 


Shire Secretary (Mr. J. Waters) 


announced thaf 15 tenders had been received, ranging from 
£114,995, by Mr. Noordenne, to £137,610 by -Powell’s of Werribee. 


H. & L. Weaver, of Millers 
Road submitted a tender of 
£123,440. Mr. Noordenne under- 
takes to construct the municipal 
offices in six to seven months 
and the whole project in twelve 
months. 

Cr. Cresser moved that the 
lowest tender be accepted and 
this was seconded by Cr S. Mc- 
Intosh, who said he was pleased 
to see that a local contractor 
could compete favorably with 
larger, well established building 
contractors.
